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Shaw Lawyers Won t 
Call More Witnesses 

Attorneys for Clay L. Shaw said today they plan to 
call no more- witnesses in their plea to have Shaw’s trial 
moved outside New Orleans. 

Criminal District Judge Edward A. Haggerty Jr. set oral 
arguments in the case for next Tuesday but the defense at- 
torneys will appear in his r ~ — 

court at 11:30 a. m. tomorrow 
to present some documents 
they want him to consider in 
the case. 
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The nature of the docu- 
ments was not disclosed. 

Shaw, 55, is charged with 
conspiring to kill President 
John F. Kennedy. His attor- 
neys are seeking to have his 
trial moved at least 100 miles 
from New Orleans on grounds 
that publicity about the case 
has made it impossible for 
him to get a fair trial here. 

The defense had subpenaed 
a number of persons, mostly 
newsmen, and had until today 
to tell Judge Haggerty wheth- 
er they wanted to call them. 
The answer was no. 


District Attorney Jim Gar- 
rison’s office also * had the 
right to call rebuttal wit- 
nesses. However, a Garrison 
aide told Judge Haggerty to- 
day he planned to call no 
! witnesses if the defense called 
none.
